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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 133, 134, 136-142, 144-150, and 152-189 are pending. Claims 133, 134, 
136-138, 140-142, 144-150, 152-163, 166-172, 174-179, and 181-189 have been 
amended in this communication filed 12/14/09 entered as Response to Non-Final 
Action. 

2. The Objections to the Specification have been overcome by Applicants’ 
convincing arguments and are hereby withdrawn. 

3. The 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejection for claims 133, 134,136-138, 140- 
142, 144-146, 148-150, 152-154, 156-172, 174-179, 181-186, 188, and 189 Have been 
overcome by Applicants amendments to the claims and are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Applicants’ method for “generating the business database system 
automatically using the semantic definitions, whereby the business database system is 
well-formed in claims 133, 140, 141, 148, 149, 156, 163, and 166 and computer 
system, and computer readable storage medium for “automatically generating the 
business database system using the semantic definitions, whereby the business 
database system is well-formed” in claims 141, 148, 149, and 156, and the claims that 
depend therefrom with the other claim limitations are allowable. An extensive search 
was performed and no better prior art was found. 


Other Relevant Prior Art 
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(US 6,014,670) Zamanian et al; (US 6,055,541) Solecki et al.; (US 
6,108,004) Medl ; (US 5,706,495) Chadha etal; PR NewsWire-Proquest, « Influence

For these reasons claims 1 33, 1 40, 1 41 , 1 48, 1 49, 1 56, 1 63, and 1 66 are 
deemed allowable over the prior art of record and claims 134, 136-139, 142, 144-147, 
150, 152-155, 157-162, 164, 165, andl 67-1 89 are allowed by dependency. 

It appears that the instant invention is beyond the skill of one of ordinary art. 
Accordingly the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of ordinary skill 
could not have been expected to achieve it. NOR would they have been able to predict 
the results, and as such, they would have not capability of expecting success.
